Atlanta’s summer school pro- 
gram was cut to the core yester- 
day by the board of education in 
a move to bring about economy. 

The board voted to discontinue 
elementary summer schools and 
combine the program for senior 
and junior high students, thus 
eliminating approximately 12 jun- 
ior high summer schools. 

“We face the necessity to save 
every penny possible, and it seems 
logical we should take this step,” 
Dr. Willis A. Sutton, city school 
superintendent, declared. 

Dr. Sutton said he had conclud- 
ed there was no great need for the 
operation of summer schools ex- 
cept for senior high students, since 
the greatest number of failures 
was in this division. 

Opposes Closing. 

The Rev. H. J. Penn voted 
against the~plan,- declaring “the 
board should _ not discriminate 
against the elementary child,” 

Dr. Sutton said the summer 
schools this year would be prin- 
cipally for senior high students, 
but explainei any junior high 
students needing extra work 
would be allowed to enroll. 

The superintendent produced 
statistics showing a greater per- 
centage of failures among students 
at Boys’ High and Tech High than 
at Girls’ High — especially in 
mathematics and foreign lan- 
In mathematics Boys’ 
High had 27.9 per cent failures, 
Tech High 21.2 per cent, Girls’ 
High 13.7 per cent, and Commer- 
cial High 21.4 per cent. 

Dr. Sutton said there was a 
great need for better guidance in 
selection of courses. 

“The only type of student who 
should fail is the one who is sick 
or who doesn’t come to school,” 
Dr. Sutton said. “Students should 
be urged to take those courses in 
which they can make a success. It 
is possible for a student to go 
through Girls’ High school with- 
out studying any algebra and be 
just as well educated as another 
who takes this course.”

As though to offset this move,

MINE UNION CALLS 
FOR SIX-HOUR DAY: 


Wage Increase Also Re- 


palachian Contract. 


NEW YORK, March 14.—()— 
The United Mine Workers of 
America today asked that a six- 
hour day and a 50-cents-a-day 
wage increase be written into a 
new two-year contract by the Ap- 
palachian soft coal operators who 
employ 338,000 miners. 

The proposals to increase the 
minimum day wage rate to $6.50 | 
and reduce working hours from a 
seven-hour day, five-day week 
were among 17 proposals present- 
ed to 300 representatives of man- 
agement and labor at the first ses- 
sion of their joint wage confer- 
ence. 

They were offered on behalf of 
the union by Philip Murray, vice 
president of the union, as the basis 
for negotiating a new agreement 
to supplant the two-year contract 
expiring March 31. 


The operators deferred their re- | 
ply until tomorrow (1 p. m. At-| 
lanta time) when the joint confer- | 
ence will be resumed; but pri- 
vately some said the proposals 
were the most sweeping in mem- 
ory. One operator said the cost of 
production already exceeded the 
selling price and estimated the 
union’s proposals would add at 
least 52 cents a ton to the cost. 

The conference listened in si-| 
lence as Murray accused the oper- | 
ators of “obstructionist tactics” in 
the work of the joint commission 
to study the mechanization of the 
industry. 

The commission was creatéd two 
years ago under the contract to 
make a joint study of the dis-| 
placement of hand labor by“ma- 
chines. Murray said the operators 
had “violated the contract” and 
had “consistently refused to co- 
operate in making a joint study.” 

The union leader asserted that 
since 1937 machines have dis-| 
placed 29,000 men in the soft coal | 
industry, ‘representing one of the | 
major problems. | 

“If we have 11,000,000 men un-| 
employed in this country, it is the | 
business of industry to join with 
labor in finding what can be 
done about it,” he said. “The ma- 
chine is largely responsible for 
that condition.”

“T will analyze the results of 
the present legislative session 
and its. effect upon the govern- 
mental services of the state,” 
the Governor said. 

Under the law, the legislature 
must end its regular’ session 
Saturday.

Requests Emergency Outlay 
of $14,700,000 for Impreg- 
nable Defense. 


WASHINGTON, March 14.— 
(UP)—President Roosevelt today 
requested an emergency appro- 
priation of $14,700,000 from con- 


gress to begin bolstering Panama 


Canal fortifications as part of a 
two-year program to render the 
inter-oceanic “life line” impreg- 
nable in case of war. 

His request was made after he 
conferred at length with Secretary 
of War Woodring, Governor C. S. 
Ridley, of the Canal Zone, and 
Acting Budget Director Daniel W. 
Bell. The President also asked 
authority to contract for an addi- 
tional $2,300,000 of buildings to 
house more soldiers at the canal. 

Labor Amendment Killed. 

Authority for Panama garrison 
expenditures of more than $29,- 
000,000 is contained in the $358,- 
000,000 army expansion bill pass- 
ed by senate and house and now 
in conference for adjustment of 
difference in the two versions. 

Shortly before Mr. Roosevelt 
made his request, senate conferees 
on the expansion measure scuttled 
the Barkley labor amendment, 
bowing to house and War De- 
partment opposition and warnings 
from private industry that the 
proposal was contrary to the chief 
executive’s business appeasement 
policy. 

The house conferees previously 
agreed to a senate amendment 
raising the authorized army air 
corps strength to 6,000 latest-type 
war planes instead of the 5,500 
figure approved by the lower 
chamber. Work on the measure is 
expected to be completed tomor- 
row with the conference report 
going to the house first. 

Backs Pittman Plan. 

A compromise was reached on 
another controversial amendment 
that would have limited manufac- 
turers’ profit to 10 per cent, the 
senate conferees agreeing to a 
change that would enable contrac- 
tors to realize a 12 per cent profit 
in some instances. 

The administration meantime 
threw its full support to the Pitt- 
man bill'to authorize sale of United 
States arms and armament secrets 
to Latin-American nations, with 
Acting Secretary of State Sumner 
Welles asserting the measure 
would foster the “growing spirit” 
of western hemisphere solidarit-. 

(The Associated Press said Rear 
Admiral Ben Moreell, chief of the 
navy’s Bureau of Yards and 
Docks, told the senate naval com- 
mittee that naval _ shipbuilding 
yards were and would be “choked 
with work” for several years as a 
result of the United States’ rear- 
mament program and that the 
same situation applied at private 
yards.) 

New Canal Urged. 

Mr. Roosevelt, at his press con- 
ference, referred questions on the 
Pittman bill to the State Depart-

Japan has failed to provide the 
United States thus far with her 
annual report on her mandated 
Pacific islands.

THE AMERICAN LEGION 

In the latter part of 1918, at a time when it 
seemed the great carnage in France must soon 
come to an end, plans for forming a perma- 
nent organization, founded on peace and good- 
will, began taking shape among the rank and 
file of the American Expeditionary Force. A 
number of informal discussions took place, im- 
mediately prior to and following the armstice, 
at which the foundations were gradually laid. 

On March 15, 16 and 17, 1919, a formal meet- 
ing was called in Paris. Some 1,000 officers and 
enlisted men attended. It was there that the 
American Legion was officially born. 

Two months later the “St. Louis caucus” 
took place. The aims and ideals of the new or- 
ganization were formulated and publicly an- 
nounced. By a special act of congress, Septem- 
ber 16, 1919, the American Legion was char- 
tered. 

“Ror God and country,” declared the pre- 
amble to the new Legion constitution, “we as- 
sociate ourselves together; to uphold and de- 
fend the Constitution of the United States; to 
maintain law and order; to foster and perpet- 
uate Americanism; to preserve the memories of 
our association in the great war; to inculcate 
a sense of individual obligation to community, 
state and nation; to oppose autocracy; to make 
right the master of might; to promote peace 
and goodwill on earth; to safeguard and trans- 
mit to posterity the principles of justice, free- 
dom and democracy... .” 

No man, whether a mémber of the Legion, 
or any other thoughtful citizen, on this twen- 
tieth anniversary, will venture the opinion this 
preamble does not make good and appropriate 
reading in a world torn by class, racial and re- 
ligious hatreds. Peace and goodwill, right over 
might, justice, freedom and democracy are one 
with the American way of life.

NOT OUR BUSINESS 
The latest outbreak in Adolf Hitler’s drive 
for territory and power is but the logical de- 
velopment of the partition of Czechoslovakia, 
last September. There is no reason why the 
news from Europe, today, should cause any ex- 
citement in America. 


In one respect the absorption—for that is 


what it amounts to—of Slovakia and the final 
dismemberment of Czechoslovakia may be reas- 
suring to the democracies to the west of the 
Reich. For it is evidence that, for the present 
at least, Nazi ambition is looking toward the 
east. The program, it appears, is for that an- 
ticipated control of the Balkan states and an 
avenue, through the Danubian territory, to the 
eastern end of the Mediterranean. 


At the same time it is probable that Hitler 
has an eye on Poland, with an ambition to re- 
gain to Germany those areas which are roughly 
described as the “Polish corridor.” The latest 
move, which means the end of Czechoslovakia, 
likewise drives a wedge to the south of Poland, 
cutting off any hopes of aid from the countries 
to the south and leaving the Poles at the mercy 
of the Germans. 


That is, provided Stalin and Soviet Russia 
remain quiescent while the Hitler strategy de- 
velops. There is strong possibility that Russia 
will not idly allow the rival power to gain too 
much strength. For, regardless of Stalin’s re- 
assurances of friendship for the Reich, last Fri- 
day, the Soviet leader knows that a too power- 
ful Germany is a threat to Russia. 

However, all these considerations and pos- 
sibilities should be of no concern to the United 
States, save in academic interest only. This 
nation has no interests other than general hu- 


man sympathy for any of the peoples of East- . 


ern Europe. It would be absurd for us, on this 
side of the water, to grow excited about the 
political fortunes and misfortunes of Czechs, 
Slovaks, Ruthenians, Poles or any of that hodge- 
podge of nationalities. 

Only to the degree that an over-strong Nazi 
power might threaten, through propaganda and 
infiltration of ideas, the tenets of democratic 
America are the activities of Hitler any concern 
of ours. And the way to guard against Nazi in- 
filtration over here, is by so strengthening the 
American faith in and love for democracy that 
no foreign ism may hope to gain toehold in the 
adherence of American citizens. 


It is not likely that the present troubles in 
Eastern Europe will start any conflagation that 
might involve the great democratic nations. 
And certainly citizens of the United States must 
remember, now and always, that minor Euro- 
pean rivalries are no business of ours, that the 
United States should find her exclusive sphere 
of influence on the American continents, on our 
side of both Atlantic and Pacific oceans, 


IT NOW COSTS LESS TO RIDE 

The operating cost of the family bus, accord- 
ing to tabulations made by the Automobile 
Manufacturers Association, has been reduced 
about 40 per cent since 1925. This decline in 
the transportation budget is based on figures 
submitted by six operators of fleets of motor 
vehicles of all kinds—totalling 30,000 cars—over 
roads smooth and rough, in all sorts of weather. 
Consumption of gasoline and oil, life of tires 
and cost of repairs form the basis of the 
analysis. 

Better designing, which has mac repairs 
and replacements less frequent, also played a 
part in the reduction of operating costs.

are generally less expensive due to simplified

A sharp drop in tire costs since the middle 
20’s was reported. Due to the use of less ex- 
pensive and more durable raw materials tires 


. last longer. One manufacturer recently report- 


ed an increase of 83 per cent in mileage since 
1926 under comparable conditions. 

Lower oil consumption, ranging from 30 to 
70 per cent less in quarts per 1,000 miles was 
reported by the six operators of fleets. Gasoline 


consumption also showed a marked decrease—~ 


more miles per car per gallon—but the saving 
in the average case was largely off-set by in- 
creased acceleration and higher speed. It was 
pointed out a short time ago by the National 
Conservation Bureau that the family car could 
be operated at considerable savings by not being 
driven so fast. 

One of the main contributing factors in 
lowering the cost of operating an automobile, of 
course, is better roads. Smooth surfaces reduce 
friction, provide better wheel alignment and 
lessen the all-around tension.

AN IDEAL LIFE AMONG SAVAGES 
(From The Birmingham News.) 

Like a cool breeze to a parched brow comes 
this report of a savage idyll in South America 
where a tribe of Indians has been found in which 
there is no anger or jealousy or hate or suspicion, 
only happiness and kindness. 

How precious a retreat the picture offers to 
man troubled with a burden of base feelings that 
mar his relations between individuals and be- 
tween nations! Ill-will, fear, suspicion, faithless- 
ness, revenge, meanness, cruelty, intolerance, 
malice—civilization is bowed down by them and 
by them is threatened with destruction. A fine 
world it would be where men dwelt in peace and 
all the causes of war were never known. 

But there is a catch in the picture—as there 
is nearly always. These Indians retain their 
idyllic life only where they are untouched by the 
so-called refinements of civilization. Wherever 
they have contact with the white man and his 
ways, the tranquillity of their life is broken. 

Many men have thought that the way to peace 
was to retreat to the types of life associated with 
an earlier civilization. But consider the price man 
would have to pay for ridding his race of anger 
and fear and their unhappy train. Think of the 
material comforts he would have to give up—his 
house, airplanes, trains, automobiles, radios, re- 
frigerators, machines, motion pictures, symphony 


orchestras, electric lights, printing. 


“COASTING ALONG” 


By JOSEPH ALSOP AND ROBERT KINTNER. 


TIME AGAIN WASHINGTON, March 14.—It’s strange 
CRES ss that the passing of one good old’ man 
should give the world a brief reprieve from terror. Yet it is the 
universal opinion in the State Department that the death of Pope 
Pius XI, distracting the Italian people from other matters, forced 
Mussolini to defer the long-awaited Mediterranean crisis of “The 
Ides of March.” Now, however, the new Pope has been crowned, 
the church’s ancient splendors will be stored away again, and crisis 
time is once more at hand. 

If and when the crisis does come, the governing factor will ob- 
viously be the attitude of Hitler. Without his northern ally, Mus- 
solini is a rather bad joke. With forceful German backing, he can 
make real trouble. At the State Department, the hope now is that 
Hitler will not support Mussolini in any exaggerated demands, 
which means that the crisis will be no more than a time of gnaw- 
ing uncertainty, ending with the tossing of minor sops to the dicta- 
torships. 

Nevertheless, there is one problem intimately affecting Hitler’s 
attitude which injects an element of doubt into the situation. It is 
the state of German internal affairs. 


CHAOS WITHIN Since 1933, Secretary of State Cordell Hull’s 

worst and most persistent miscalculation has 
been that Germany’s economic conjuring trick could not continue 
indefinitely. He and his private adviser, Leo Pasvalsky, now re- 
tired to the Brookings Institution, have made a lonely little united 
front on the subject, answering the arguments of State Department 
officials with the simple reiteration, “It can’t last.” Clearly, their 
theory is too optimistic. Nevertheless, the department’s best in- 
formation is that German internal affairs have now reached an 
acute stage. 

On the economic front, the going of Dr. Hjalmar Horace Greeley 
Schacht has even more significance than has been attributed to it. 
The slick wizard of the Reichsbank was the man who kept the con- 
juring trick going, with the help of three assistants, Fischer, of the 
Reichs Creditgesellschaft; the director of the Reichsbank, Puhl, and 
Dr. Rudolf Brinkmann, state secretary of the Reichs economic min- 
istry. Extremely positive information has come to New York banks, 
but not to the department, that Schacht retired because, having ex- 
hausted the possibilities of credit inflation, Hitler had resorted to 
printing paper money to pay state employes. 


SERIOUS PROBLEM Whether or not that is so, Schacht’s go- 


ing creates a serious problem of person- 
nel. At the time of the French devaluation in 1936, central bank- 
ers predicted that the French could not imitate the German ex- 
change control system simply because no one in France knew how. 
And now, besides Schacht, Fischer has also retired, and Dr. Brink- 
mann has suffered a nervous breakdown. 

Only Puhl is left, with underlings and the ignorant Nazi bu- 
reaucrats, to keep the conjuring trick going. Meanwhile, Ger- 
many’s increasing economic weakness is being dramatized by des- 
perate commodity dumping for foreign exchange, three or four in- 
stances of which are daily reported to the State Department; by 
the German inability to remedy a railroad transport breakdown, and 
by other signs. 

The crazy German economic machine still manages to run at 
full speed, in spite of the disquiet which its obvious defects arouse 
among German businessmen. At the same time, however, the po- 
litical machine is also in difficulty. A peasant’s rebellion in the 
Vorarlberg and other incidents have emphasized Austria’s resist- 
ance to easy absorption into the regimented Reich. Both Austria 
and the new Sudetenland have proved economically burdensome as 
well. Finally, both the political and economic machines are now in 
the control of Nazi radicals, Ribbentrop, Himmler, Hess and their 
kind being in the ascendant with Hitler. 


Normally speaking, all this might be 
expected to make Hitler either decide 
to stay at home to straighten things out, or start a foreign adven- 
ture to distract his people’s attention. That is why the situation 
within Germany is believed to inject an element of doubt into the 
world situation. Hitler and his policies are rarely normal, how- 
ever. Secretary Hull is said to be more than ever convinced that 
the Hitler conjuring trick “can’t last,” but other State Department 
officials think it can “coast along” for another year or so. Thus, 
besides the possibilities that Hitler will virtually hold aloof or force 
the new crisis to a desperate issue, there is still a third. He may 
simply try to use the crisis to extort economic concessions which 
will help him to coast along. And, in that case, no really disas-

Of Writers. drawing nothing 
of what I recently said about the 
vanity of singers, I may add that 
writers, as a class and always sav- 
ing the exceptions, have the same 
faults and a few others besides. 

There is something about fame 
or mere publicity—which is mo- 
mentary fame—which often has an 
upsetting effect on the poise, 
morals and modesty of people who 
work in words. Saving exceptions 
again, writers think they are not 
bound by conventional politeness 
of manners and speech. Some of 
them come to think that they are 
very superior to businessmen, 
whom they lump together as 
damned grocers and affect a lofty 
manner toward better persons who 
are not in the writing business. 
Some of them, women writers in- 
cluded, think that because they are 
writers they should be permitted 
to use dirty language in any com- 
pany. This takes a conscious ef- 
fect at first, because writing is 
seldom a family trade and most 
writers come from ordinary fami- 
lies of businessmen or employes 
and were fetched up in the con- 
ventional way. 

Literary agents and magazine 
editors could tell you a lot about 
the inconsiderateness and irrespon- 
sibility of writers, because they 
are always having to hold their 
hands, clean up their bills and 
alimony problems and stake them 
to living money between stories 
and often have to step in and set- 
tle family rows or arrange di- 
vorces.

ranger quietly with a 
friend in the business, exchanging 
flattery, will be quite natural, but 
let a third person, a stranger, en- 
ter the picture and you will see 
him go into his dance, putting on 
the glamour or temperament to 
show that he is different and a 
little bit mad. 

Some writers can do the tender- 
est and loveliest pieces imaginable 
about deep, honest love but can’t 
stay hitched to orfe wife or hus- 
band long enough to last out a 
short-term sublease on an apart- 
ment, and their marriages in many 
cases break up for very petty 
causes.

ganda, intrigue and military might of Germany. 

The breakdown of Czecho-Slovakian independence, once guaran~ 
teed by France, England and Germany, is one of the more interest- 
ing chapters of the post-war experiexces of the unhappy treaty of 
Versailles, 

In the Saturday Evening Post there is a serial devoted to the 
life of America’s traveling ambassador, Bill Bullitt. In the first 
issue was repeated a story which a disillusioned newspaperman 
told me last spring as we stood on a hill far out from Vienna and 
looked across the Danube to the gray border of Czecho-Slovakia. 

The story goes that when the borders of that new republic were 
ae drawn, a newspaperman said to the late President Woodrow 

ilson: 

“But, Mr. Wilson, what are you going to do about the three .- 
million Germans who have been included in those borders?” 

“Are there any Germans there?” Mr. Wilson asked. 

“Three million of them,” said the journalist. 

“Mysaryk didn’t tell me about that,” said Wilson, petulantly. 

Whether it be true or not, it illustrates how many people felt 
about the treaty and the ruthless drawing of new borders which 
did not at all consider nationalities and little geography. 

Time was when France was not so silent. When the treaty was 
being drawn in Pittsburgh which created the republic of Czecho- 
Slovakia, the French general staff wanted the Czechs to dominate 
and so, despite the protests of the Slovaks and the Germans, the 
Czechs did dominate. The French and the English always would 
be there to stop the German bully and so, all was well. That was 
in 1918. No one detests Hitler and all he stands for more than I. 
But to be just one must admit the Czechs were clumsy and that 
they, along with others, helped create Hitler and his strength. 


CZECHS THWART SLOVAKS When the treaty was signed 
in Pittsburgh Masaryk, presi- 
dent and creator of the republic, had an idea for Slovakia. He 
never had a chance to carry it out. The Czech soldiers were com=- 
ing back. The French general staff, which was in charge of creat-~ 
ing the new army, demandad a strong centralization of power. 

The treaty at Pittsburgh had provided: 

1. Slovakia (Slovensko) shall have her own administrative gov- 
ernment, her own diet, and her own law courts. 

2. The Slovak language (Slovemcina) shall be the official lan- 
guage in the schools, offices and altogether in public life. 

Indeed, the new nation was to be known as Czecho-Slovakia, 
After a period of time the hyphen was to be obliterated or Slovakia 
could vote on whetier or not she would remain with the republic. 

When the time came for a vote the party in Slovakia which de- 
manded it were told that the treaty which guaranteed them that 
right was signed on Sunday and that contracts signed on Sunday 
in America were not valid. Therefore they had no right. 

The nation became not Czecho-Slovakia, but Czechoslovakia. 

The language was different. There were some religious differ< 
ences. There was an immense cultural gap. The Czechs got all 
the best offices. The Czechs ran things. Carpatho-Russia, or 
Carpatho-Ukraine, hated the old Hungarian rulers but they also 
hated their new Czech rulers. They were treated with contempt 
where the Hungarian had been brutal. Brutality is not as bad as 
contempt in a nationalistic state. 

The Czech government got away from the ideals of Masaryk 
and of Benes. And when the German bully did come around the 
French, so insisient and loud in 1918, were very, very silent in 1939, 

Hitler has won again. But no matter how one feels toward him 
one must admit that his enemies of today were the most energetic 
in creating him. 


BEFORE 1914 Before the Kaiser mobilized his troops and be- 
gan the World War by invading Belgium, Bo- 
hemia, Moravia and Silesia belonged to the Austrian empire. 
Slovakia and the Carpatho-Ukraine sections belonged to Hungary. 
The new Czech republic took parts or all of these peoples and 
their land. They also took three million Germans. The Austrian 
dynasty had lasted more than seven centuries. There were old cul- 
tures, old hates and old bloods drawn into the new republic which 
was made in Pittsburgl. 
When the pressure came the Czechs realized they had bungled 
the-job. They might have made peace. Indeed, until the peace 
of Munich a few months ago, the anti-Czech party in Slovakia was 
not a powerful party. It gained strength, aided by German money. 
= gained a synthetic, puppet independence by German threats and 
orce. 
Now Germany holds all Czecho-Slovakia except the Carpatho- 
Ukraine. Poland will be restive. So, for that matter, will Russia. 
Grain fields, minerals and the great Skoda munition works, sec- 
ond only to the Krupps as producers of armaments, soon will come 
into the Hitler fold. All the great industries of Czecho-Slovakia 
will soon be German industries and there will be more to barter 
and sell at cheap prices. 
France and England very properly are silent. It is too late 
now, after Munich, to become vocal.

The Governor acted when 
Huiet fziled to appear for a hear- 
ing set for yesterday morning and 
after he had been advised by At- 
torney General Ellis Arnall that 
the commissioner lacked authority 
to remove the two division heads. 

Governor Rivers called for an- 
other hearing March 18. Commis- 
sioner Huiet, in a letter to the 
Governor, had asked for the hear- 
ing March 23. Meanwhile he said 
he expected to file additional 
charges against the two men. 

The house vote came after a 
bitter all-day battle which saw 
factional lines broken badly with 
numerous anti-administration 
members voting for the amend- 
ment and some administration fol- 
lowers voting against it. 

Charges Coercion. 

Speaker Harris told the house 
that employes of the labor depart- 
ment were “coerced” into contrib- 
uting to a fund to pay part of 
Commissioner Huiet’s campaign 
expenses, but that such gifts were 
returned to the donors after “all 
this hue and cry was raised.” 

The speaker declared Charles 
O'Donnell, an executive of the la- 
bor department, had handled the 


money. 


Representative Rawlins replied 
hotly to Speaker Harris’ charges, 
declaring the “house has been de- 
ceived as to the original intent of 
this bill.” 

“It is common practice in Geor- 


gia for the head of a department 


to accept contributions from his 
employes to pay ‘campaign ex- 
penses. But Ben Huiet returned 
the checks to the donors when he 


found out the money was being 
raised for him. 
“Patronage” Is Issue. 
“Patronage is the real issue 
here. Some of Ben Huiet’s assist- 


_ants want to be commissioner and 


run the department. 

“IT believe in the policy that to 
the victor belong the spoils, and 
I don’t want the folks in Washing- 
ton telling us what to do with our 
own money they collect and send 
back to us. We are not going to 
lose any federal funds, no matter 
what you may be told.” 

Representative Allen declared 
he was “surprised to find himself 
grouped with administration sup- 
porters.” 

He declared that to remove the 
divisions of James and O’Connor 
from control of Huiet would be 
to insure continuance of federal 
funds to support the office. 

Lovett Aroused. 

Representative W. H. Lovett, of 
Laurens, taking the floor in de- 
fense of Huiet, accused the Geor- 
gia senate of failing to co-operate 
with the house in its attempts to 
gain economy in state govern- 
ment. 

Citing the death in a senate 
committee of a bill to abolish the 
state contractors’ licensing board, 
as recommended by the house 
economy committee, Lovett 
charged: 

“They don’t want economy. 
They want jobs for their friends.” 

Later, off the floor, Lovett said 
he had referred “both to the sen- 
ate and to the administration.” 

While Huiet was watching the 
proceedings he was served with 
Governor Rivers’ order reinstat- 
ing James and O’Connor pending 
the Saturday hearing. He read 
it but declined to comment. 

Commissioner Huiet, in his let- 
ters to James and O’Connor, re- 
quested them to appear at a hear- 
ing to show cause why they 
should not be permanently re- 
moved from their jobs. 

He set March 25 but Govern - 
Rivers designated March 18.

3. To support Germany in her 
more important aspirations for 
later dominating the Russian 
Ukraine with its untold agricul- 
tural and mineral wealth. 

All this talk was predicated on 
the assumption that Hitler would 
approve Hungarian incorporation 
of Carpatho-Ukraine within its 
body politic.

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U.S. May Turn 5 Corpo- 
ration Levies Into One 
Without Revenue Loss, 
Roosevelt Discloses. 


WASHINGTON, March 14.—(P) 
The government, President Roose- 
velt disclosed today, is studying 
the advisability of merging into 


«>, On@ tax the five levies now im- 


posed upon corporations. 

In discussing witn newspaper- 
men the administration’s efforts 
to encouraze business, Mr. Roose- 
velt emphasized that he was de- 
termined that existing revenues 
should not be reduced by any re- 
vision of corporation taxes. 

Although the President did not 
name the taxes he had in mind, a 
treasury official said he under- 
stood that he was referring to in- 
come, excess prcfits, undistributed 
profits, capital stock and social se- 
curity levies. The principal ques- 
tion, the President said, was how 
to.. distribute corporation taxes 
equitably between large and small 
businesses. 

He added that individual income 
taxes were not involved in the 
analysis, 

Earlier in the day, Speaker 
Bankhead predicted that the ad- 
ministration would propose no 


general revision of tax laws at the 


present session of congress. 


ROOSEVELT ASKS 
MORE RELIEF FUNDS 


Continued From First Page. 


Democrats in the chamber, and 
Senator Byrnes, Democrat, South 
Carolina, led it off with an asser- 
tion that “‘they’ll have to show me 
the need for any more money.” 

However, Senator Barkley, 
Democrat, Kentucky, the majority 
leader, predicted flatly that the 
senate, which turned down the ap- 
propriation by a single vote be- 
fore, would approve it this time. 

In his special message, Mr. 
Roosevelt recalled, first of all, the 
history and background of his re- 
quest. In January the administra- 
tion asked congress for $875,000,- 
000 to run WPA from early Feb- 
ruary to the end of the fiscal year 
on June 30. 

Congress lopped $150,000,000 off 
that figure, forbade the dismissal 
of:more than 5 per cent of WPA 
workers before April 1, and added 
a proviso that in case of an emer- 
gency, Mr. Roosevelt could ask 
for more. The President signed 
the bill, and immediately request- 
ed congress to appropriate the 
$150,000,000 that had been cut 
from the estimates. His message 
of today was a reiteration of that 
appeal. 

Expects Business Gains. 

“Because it has been alleged,” 
he said, “that I would be satisfied 
if no further appropriation were 
made for the coming three months, 
I feel that in justice to myself I 
must make it clear that I am not 
sending tnis message to the con- 
gress merely for the purpose of 
going through the motions.” 

Outlining the relief situation, 
the President said there were 
2,996,000 on the rolls, in addition 
to a “waiting list,” which brought 
the total of those certified as in 
need of relief to 3,850,000. A spring 
improvement in business was ex- 
pected, he added, but this would 
result in the absorption of only 
some 300,000 of those now on re- 
lief, leaving 3,550,000 still in need. 
He went on-to say that 30,000 
aliens had been dropped from the 
rolls and that an investigation of 
the need status of relief recipients 
indicated that 5 per cent or “con- 
siderably less” might be dropped 
on that account. 

April Reduction. 

Unless additional money were 
provided, he said, it would be 
necessary under a plan submitted 
by Colonel F. C. Harrington, the 
administrator of WPA, to cut the 
rolls by 400,000 in the first week 
of April, by another 600,000 in 
the first week of May and then 
in early June lop off 200,000 more. 

“Under the proposed plan,” he 
said, “the number of persons who 
will be thrown out of employment 
in the near future is 1,0@),000— 
growing to over 1,200,000 before 
June 30. The number of persons, 
including dependents, affected by 
this reduction will be 4,000,000 
within the next few weeks and 
nearly a million more later on. To 
these must be added the ‘waiting 
list? category—because it is ob- 
vious that while people now on 
the rolls are being discharged no 
people can be employed from the 
‘waiting list.’”

LIQUOR CONTROL 
TOLD 10 PROBERS 


4 Distillers Produce Two- 
Thirds of U. S. Whisky, 
Statistics Show. 


WASHINGTON, March 14.—() 
The monopoly committee heard 
today that four leading distillers 
produced nearly two-thirds of the 
nation’s whisky output last year 
and at the end of the year held 78 
per cent of the four-year-old

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Japan To Fight for Fisheries, 
Soviet Russia Curtly Warned 


Sale of Fishing 


Warning was issued in parliament 
tonight that Japan would fight to 
the last over the valuable north- 
ern Kamchatka fishing grounds, 
involved in a long-standing So- 
viet Russian-Japanese dispute. 

A showdown in the quarrel is 
expected tomorrow when Soviet 
officials are scheduled to conduct 
an auction of 293 fishing lots, for- 


merly assigned to Japanese, off 
the Siberian coast. 

The Japanese have announced 
that they will not participate in 
the bidding, but Viscount Tada- 
shiro Inouye, member of the 
house of peers, told parliament 
that Russia was mistaken if she 
believed that “Japan has no in- 
tentions of fighting to the last over 
the northern fisheries.”

Threaten “Free Fishing.” 

The fishing grounds are within 
Soviet territorial waters along both 
coasts of Kamchatka peninsula and 
other areas in the Bering and 
Okhotsk seas. The lots are areas 
near the shore, ranging in size 
from a hundred feet to several 
miles, The shallow places where 
fish, particularly salmon, are 
abundant are most valuable, hence 
the coasts have been blocked off 
theoretically like real estate. 

Under agreements based on the 
1905 Portsmouth treaty which end- 
ed the Russo-Japanese War, the 
Japanese have been assigned at 


The one-year agreement cov- 
ering fisheries arrangements end- 
ed December 31, 1938, and subse- 
quent efforts to effect a renewal 
have failed.

A newly published book, “Near- 
sightedness Is Preventable,” dis- 
closes the author’s amazing dis- 
coveries in the prevention and 
treatment of this handicap 
through diet. 

Poor eyesight occurs most fre- 
quently, Dr. Josephson points out, 
among the® people who follow a 
poor dietary—the Chinese, whose 
mainstay is rice; the Puerto Ri- 
cans, who eat rice and beans; the 
Germans, whose staple is pota- 
toes rather than protein-contain- 
ing breads.

Josephson advises feeding the 
child excessive amounts of the vi- 
tamins and minerals, always in 
the form of food, and sometimes 
in supplementary concentrates 
prescribed by your doctor. It is 
sometimes necessary also to have 
glandular treatment with these 
cases, 


On the average, the best diet 
for the protection of your health 
and eyesight is one rich in vita- 
mins and minerals. If disturb- 
ances manifest themselves, the 
supplementary measures must be 
o1dered by your doctor. 

Following are the foods listed 
by Dr. Josephson for their high 
vitamin value: 

Vitamin A: Apricots, broccoli, 
butter, carrots, cheese, cream, egg 
yolk, herring, ice cream, lettuce, 
prunes, fish roe, spinach, squash, 
beef liver, pork liver, tomatoes, 
water cress. 

Vitamin B: Kidney and soy 
beans, bran, whole grain cereal, 


Vitamin C: Raw cabbage, 
grapefruit juice, lime juice, lemon 
juice, orange juice, green peppers, 
tomato juice, water cress, tan- 
gerines, apples, asparagus, ba- 
nanas, broccoli, liver, onions, peas, 
pineapple, raspberries, spinach, 
strawberries, turnips. 

Vitamin D: Egg yolk, herring, 
salmon, sardines, tuna fish. 

Vitamin G: Liver, nicotinic 
acid, yeast—dried and brewers.

Yesterday we were discussing 
the case of C. B. K., who feels he’s 
a hearty two-fisted drinker and 
smoker—and more the worse for it. 
And we think differently. But 
let’s talk about a young man. 

The youth who begins drinking, 
not from a craving for alcohol pri- 
marily but from consciousness of 
his or her own inferiority and a 
childish desire to conceal inferiori- 
ty by showing off may have some 
extenuation for cultivating a taste 
for liquor. The youth may have 
inherited from one or both parents 
a weakness or a taint which in- 
creases susceptibility to the crav- 
ing for-alcohol or drugs. Or the 
environment, example and instruc- 
tion of the child may have been 
unwholesome. Or the grandparents 
or parents may have bequeathed 
the child a low grade of intelli- 
gence. Such extenuation cannot 
apply in the case of a man in his 
dotage, for surely by that time he 
should be through showing off, 
and the very fact that he has sur- 
vived so long suggests that he must 
have inherited at least moronic 
mental capacity. 

A 12-year-old child without 
guidance might imagine that intox- 
ication after “half a dozen drinks” 
is evidence of wealzness, effemi- 
nacy or even frailty of character. 
Many adults with the mental de- 
velopment of 12-year-old children 
seem to think it shows strength, 
manliness or valor to make a fool 
of themselves and still remain, as 
they imagine in their muddled 
state, quite sober. So sober that

Wheat values fell today to the 
lowest level since February 10, 
coming within 1-8 of equaling the 
lowest quotation on the grain mar- 
ket’s blackboards so far in 1939. 

Losses that ‘amounted to as 
much as 1-2 cent reflected weak- 
ness of foreign markets, lagging 
international wheat demand and 
favorable crop reports from the 
domestic belt. Some quotations at 
Liverpool and Winnipeg were at 
new lows for the season, but Chi- 
cago prices, holding 7 to 8 cents 
above those markets, were about 
5 cents higher than the 1938-39 
lows. 

As far as prices were concerned, 
the grain markets here and abroad 
virtually ignored political develop- 


‘ments in Europe with dissolution 


of the Czecho-Slovak state. Much 
attention was given European 
news, but it was difficult for trad- 
trs to judge the ultimate economic 
effects of the situation. 

Resting purchase orders and 
hedge lifting against wheat and 
flour business, some presumably 
for export, continued to give the 
wheat market underlying support. 
Trade was not large at any time 
so that small orders of this nature 
were sufficient to hold declines in 
check, but prices closed at or near 
the day’s lows. 

Liverpool wheat closed 1-2 to 
3-4 lower. Two loads of Australian 
wheat and one cargo of flour were 
reported sold to Shanghai along 
with some Canadian parcels to 
Britain.
